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Notes from the President 


Hello to all of you who keep Theatre alive in Kansas with your 
creativity, support and love. Our good friend and leader, Jim 
Kriley, has left Emporia to become Chairman of the Drama De- 
partment at the University of Montana; thus, a new President 
arrives on the scene. I am Lloyd Frerer and I teach Theatre at 
Fort Hays State College. We welcome a number of new faces to 
our executive board. Suzanne Trauth has become our Execu- 
tive Secretary and Treasurer; Phil Grecian chairs our Children’s 
Theatre Division (as well as being the four-state regional chair- 
man); John Holly chairs our Professional Theatre Division: Joyce 
Cavarozzi chairs our University and College Division. At our 
first meeting in Topeka this past September 11, the executive 
committee moved to fill two very important positions: Ron 
Frederickson was voted President-Elect and Hugh McCausland, 
Director of Theatre at Washburn University, was elected Program 
Chairman for our Theatre Conference in the spring. 

A most important event is the division of the State of Kansas 
into six regions for A.K.T. This sectioning will be particularly 
meaningful for those Divisions with many members such as Com- 
munity Theatres and Secondary School Theatres. With an active 
chairmen in each of the six sections, organizational and com- 
munication problems should be more easily solved. Check the 
map and read Twink Lynch’s article further along in this issue of 
the Marquee. 

I have attended two events since September. The first was a 
University and College Division meeting in Wichita. A marvelous 
luncheon and dinner surrounded fruitful discussions by the col- 
lege drama faculties and a meeting of the Standards Sub-committee. 
Our problem is to put Secondary School teachers in the field who 
have sound training. Many drama directors have little or no 
background when the task is handed to them by their principal, a 
poor situation for that uncomfortable teacher and for the good 
of theatre in the state. We hope, someday, to have a well- 
trained theatre director in every high school and a creative dra- 


matics specialist in every elementary school district. 

The second event took place in Manhatten where I attended 
K-State’s production of Seascape, a lovely party hosted by the 
faculty which followed, and an open discussion the next morn- 
ing with the play’s author, Edward Albee. The entire experience 
was extraordinary. Mr. Albee was charming, intelligent, informa- 
tive and I am no longer afraid of Virginia Woolf. 

The Executive Committee of A.K.T. next meets in Topeka 
on October 30 and 31 to develop the plan of our Spring Confer- 
ence. (Could it be significant that we will be doing this on 
Halloween?) This is one conference you cannot afford to miss: 
on March 4, 5 and 6, 1977, in Topeka we will hold a joint con- 
vention with the Kansas Arts Councils, with MINK, the four 
state regional Children’s Theatre Conference (Mo., lowa, Neb. 
and Ks.), and with the Kansas Religious Theatres Conference. 
Included will be the State Community Theatre contest to choose 
a winner for the Festival of American Community Theatres, and 
our annual auditions for professional theatre work at regional 
and summer theatres all over the mid-west. I am very pleased to 
announce that we have received a grant from the Kansas Arts 
Commission and the National Endowment of the Arts to help 
with our conference. And one way to guarantee that your needs 
will be met by our conference is to send me a note with sugges- 
tions for any particular kind of program or workshop you would 
be interested in having as part of the convention. 

Our mailing list for the Marquee is widespread, attempting to 


reach all those interested in Theatre. I encourage you to renew 


your membership or join the association before the first of Jan- 
uary; the fee is only five dollars, used to support the Marquee and 
the Spring Conference for the most part. I also invite you to 
submit all theatrical information of interest for publication in the 
Marquee. Let us join together in our efforts for the Theatre in 
Kansas.

Division News 


UNIVERSITY AND COLLEGE DIVISION NOTES 


The University and College Division met September 25 at 
Wichita State University for a luncheon and afternoon meeting. 
Representatives from Hesston College, McPherson College, Kansas 
Wesleyan University, Allen County Community College, Washburn 
University, Kansas State University, Emporia Kansas State Col- 
lege, Pittsburg State College, Fort Hays State College, Wichita 
State University, Bethany College and The Kansas Cultural Arts 
Commission discussed a wide range of common concerns. Ex- 
change critics, teacher education for theatre students, promotion 
and tenure, ACTF, and visiting guests and programs were topics 
of discussion. After the meeting, the participants viewed the 
CONTEMPORARY STAGE DESIGN, USA exhibit at the Ulrich 
Museum. The committee for certification of secondary theatre 
people met following the division meeting to explore ways of 
strengthening theatre arts in the secondary school systems in the 
state. Members of the committee are: Sue Trauth, Lloyd Frerer, 
Fort Hays State; Cary Clasz, Pittsburg State; Rick Crouse, Kansas 
Wesleyan University; Ron Frederickson, Emporia State and Joyce 
Cavarozzi and Audrey Needles, Wichita State. 


KCTC PRESENTS . . 


This is the year, folks! 

Every other year, the American Community Theatre Associa- 
tion sponsors the Festival of American Community Theatre 
(FACT). Every four years, the national winner of FACT rep- 
resents the U.S. at the International Amateur Theatre Festival in 
Monaco. 

Voila! C’est l’annee! 

As with any national competition, the first thing that has to 
happen is a state-level festival. KCTC will hold the state FACT 
°77 in conjunction with the Association of Kansas Theatre Annual 
Convention, in Topeka, the weekend of March 4-6. Glenn 
McCausland, head of the Theatre Department at Washburn Uni- 
versity, has graciously extended to KCTC the use of his beautiful 
thrust-stage little theatre in the Garvey Fine Arts Center at 
Washburn. 

Julie Curtis, a member of the Theatre Department faculty at 
the University of Nebraska-Omaha, has consented to serve as 
responder to all the productions presented at the Festival, and 
will choose a production to represent Kansas in the Region V 
Festival, to be held at the Rochester Civic Theatre, Rochester, 
MN, the first weekend in April. (KCTC people take note. That 
date is a change from the information you have already received. ) 
The Kansas representative will be competing with winners from 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, and 
Missouri. The winner will represent Region V at the-National 
FACT ’77 in Spokane, Washington, June 24-26. The national 
winner will travel to Monte Carlo in the latter part of August. 

While winning a state FACT is exciting and great PR for the 
winning group, our focus this year is going to be on providing as 
much of a growth experience as possible. Dr. Curtis is interested 
in helping all participating groups capitalize on their strengths 
and develop alternative approaches to parts of productions that 
may be found to need additional work. 

Faye Hecht, 3008 Sowers Court, Topeka 66604, is FACT ’77 
Chairperson. She has already sent out letters to all community 
theatre groups known to KCTC, inviting them to participate and 
giving deadlines and rules. If you did not receive this information, 
please contact her. If you lost it and want another copy, let her 
know. We are anxious to have as many groups participate as we 
can, because a festival experience is second to none in providing 
ideas, feedback and stimulation to further excellence in theatrical 
production. 

The most important rule is that this year’s play must be by an 
American author. Productions are limited to 60 minutes, and 
may be one-act plays or cuttings from longer plays, but total 
playing time must not exceed 60 minutes. Groups participating 
in the Kansas FACT ’77 do not have to be members of the 
American Community Theatre Association, but the winner, in 
order to participate in the Region V Festival, must be a member 
of ACTA. Therefore, the prize for the winner is a membership in 
ACTA, or, if the group is already a member, $65 toward what- 
ever expenses may be incurred in further FACT activity. There 
is a plaque awarded to the winning group which they may keep 
until a new winner is chosen in FACT ’79. 

We are grateful to the Kansas Arts Commission for a grant 
which partially underwrites the expenses of our state FACT ’77.

KCTC DISTRICTING PLAN 


It’s been a while since the March AKT Convention in 
Wichita, but the decision we made at that time has been imple- 
mented, at long last. KCTC has divided the state into six districts 
with a view to facilitating groups of community theatre people 
getting together more often than the annual meeting. In this 
way, resources can be shared more easily, ideas can be exchanged 
faster, and productions can be shared without hours and hours of 
driving across the state. Before the plan was presented to the 


KCTC members at our Annual Meeting, the members of AKT 
Board of Directors were asked for comments and recommenda- 
tions. With the help of their input, districts were designed which 
hopefully take advantage of natural clusterings of community 
theatre groups. The biggest territories are Districts One and 
Four, out in Northwestern and Southwestern Kansas, respectively. 
Shirley Windhorst, Chairperson for the Secondary School Division 
of AKT, had the brainstorm to cut across that big area diagonally, 
instead of on a west-to-east axis, thereby giving the two districts 
more even distribution. (See map below. ) 


The following people have been asked to chair fall district 
meetings: 1. Linda Frickey, Oberlin, Dist. 1; 2. Marsha Stewart, 
Salina, Dist. Two; 3. Lani Mortenson, Paola, Dist. Three; 4. Rich- 
ard Basgall, Dodge City, Dist. Four; 5. Merna Pritchard, Mc- 
Pherson, Dist. Five; 6. Bernie Poznik, Neodesha, Dist. Six. 

Each District will be asked to select a representative to serve 
on the KCTC Board. Those six representatives, plus the Execu- 
tive Committee (President, President-Elect, Secretary-Treasurer) 
will be the governing board of KCTC. All that will happen in 
Topeka at the Annual KCTC Business Meeting, the first weekend 
in March. 

In dividing the state into districts, we are borrowing an idea I 
heard a year ago at the annual ACTA meeting. It seemed like a 
logical solution to the very real problem of trucking across such a 
large state in order to stay in touch with one another. 

And the more we stay in touch with one another, the better 
we’re going to get at what we do—which is make theatre exper- 
iences possible for our communities which are considerably 
enhanced by our volunteer efforts. The more we meet together, 
the more we share ideas, solutions to problems, resources, frus- 
trations, successes, the more likely it is that our creative efforts 
will be reinforced, stimulated, and enriched. 

I hope we’ve come up with an offer you can’t refuse. 

I hope we’ll see you at Oberlin, Salina, Paola, Dodge City, 
McPherson, and Neodesha this fall. 

Not to mention AKT, FACT ’77, and TOPEKA in March!
